Group III, claim(s) 21-23, drawn to a biodegradable super micro-filament product. 



3. The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: in this case the "drawn 
biodegradable filaments" can be considered the special technical feature that links all the claims, 
however, these are known in the prior art (refer to MATSUNAGA et al. US 2003/0148688 Al 
that teaches biodegradable filament nonwoven fabrics composed of drawn filaments of a 
polylactic acid based polymer. Abstract, [0111]]. Thus, it is the Examiner's position that the 
special technical feature of drawn biodegradable filaments fail to define a contribution over the 
prior art.
